Again In June 25 
Gay Parade 


Women will march 
in greater numbers in the 
19^8 parade, and this 
year they will integrate 
into the total parade. 
The 1977 women were a 
separate contingent at 
the front of the parade 
and received overwhelm¬ 
ing cheers from the 
crowd, but the rest of 
the parade was almost 
all male. 

Enthusiasm for 
participation by indi¬ 
vidual women and 
women's organizations 
has increased since the 
1977 parade because the 
word is out that women 
have been equal partici¬ 
pants in planning this 
year's June 25 event. 

Celeste New- 

brough, who has helped 
organize this year's cele¬ 
bration, believes there 
will be more participants 
than ever (possibly over 
the 400,000 estimated in 
attendance in 1977). 

In answering some 
criticism of the male 
domination of earlier 
parades, she states, 
*There is still sexism, 
however; I don't think 
there's any question 
about that. And I think 
the sexism of men in the 
Gay movement has not 
really been challenged, 
and won't be until we 
come in large numbers to 
work with them. That is 
beginning to happen, and 
weve already gone be¬ 
yond tokenism." 

Speaking out to the 
Lesbian readers of 
PLEXUS, Newbrough 
urges, "We have already 
gone beyond tokenism 
. . . For tne vast majori¬ 
ty of people, both in and 
out ot power, their per¬ 
ception of homosexuality 
is that it is simply male. 

I am tired of that. If we 
are ever going to show 
that it is not the case, 
then we are going to 
have to show it by our 
numbers and our partici¬ 
pation . . . Our goal is 
50% participation by 
women this year."

Hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of Gay people .will 
be marching and demon¬ 
strating across the 
nation in parades, 
candlelight rallies and 
picnics this month.

Local religious funda¬ 
mentalists have at¬ 
tempted unsuccessfully 
to get the city to cancel 
the Gay Political Caucus 
rental of the facility and 


demonstrations by 

Baptist homophobes are 
expected. (A local show¬ 
biz review with a cast of 
300 has been cancelled, 
according to an Advo¬ 
cate report, because city 
officials insisted on see¬ 
ing each act in advance.) 

Nashville, Tennes¬ 
see, plans an ambitious 
week's programs of 
films, political meetings, 
and a dance, while Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., celebrates 
Gay Pride Week earlier 
than most — June 11-18. 
The extensive D.C. 
events include a street 
festival on June 11 with 
booths and entertain¬ 
ment planned by 30 Gay 
groups. Poetry readings, 
a beach picnic, a bike 
run "from leather bar to 
leather bar" and an eve¬ 
ning ball climax the 
week.

The Gay Press 


A marvel in the struggle for Gay Liberation has been the birth and 
proliferation of Gay publications. As the B.A.R. enters its 10th year, it 
does so as a pioneer and as a survivor (its fortunes and format have 
changed with the years, yet among its current assets are that it is solvent 
and delivers what it says it will). 

Every major American city has a Gay paper or two. The quality 
varies noticeably. Los Angeles and New York have nothing to boast of 
while Boston and Clevaland do. At last count, 9 are vying for readers in 
San Francisco (ranging from the embarrassing to the highly respected). 
This season three new entries appeared, are appearing, or promise to 
appear. All philosophic or journalistic claims aside, their principal aim is 
to make a bundle. We wish them well, but insofar as the Gay advertis¬ 
ing dollar is only so stretchable and perversely fickle (as is to be expec¬ 
ted) , we doubt they will be with us a year hence. 

Gay newspapers are a precarious business at best. Boston’s Gay 
Community News (to many the nation’s finest) all but went under 
this winter. In April Detroit’s paper ceased publication; a Pittsburg one 
is on the block. The paper covering New Orleans, Houston and Dallas 
shrinks to insignificance. 

This past month San Francisco’s Kalcndar went down. Regrettable 
because Kalcndar served the function which its name suggested. 

(Calendar's demise was received as “Good News” among the 
staffers of the new papers. From their crib: one less river to cross. We 
felt otherwise, for the people at Kalcndar were neither ideologues nor 
pretentious. They strove for a lightness of touch, rare in Gay journals. 
Kalcndar was kamp ... a quality slowly disappearing in the Gay com¬ 
munity. And if we lose or abandon Camp, we have just about lost 
everything. It’s like Jews becoming Unitarians. . .

Mervyn Dymally and 
Mike Curb, have let it be 
known that they are 
against the Briggs meas¬ 
ure. It is Dymally, how¬ 
ever, who has openly 
embraced Gay rights at a 
number of public func¬ 
tions and in press inter¬ 
views. Dymally recently 
flew to Los Angeles to 
address 3,000 Gay activ¬ 
ists at a benefit for the 
Gay Chapter of the 
ACLU and has been the 
key speaker at a cam- 

g aign fundraiser for 
upervisor Harvey Milk. 
It was Dymally who 
broke the tie in the State 
Senate to give California 
its private consensual 
sex bill. 

The Gay commu¬ 
nity was split on the 
Yvonne Burke vs. Burt 
Pines race for Attorney 
General, although Pines 
clearly had more Gay 
support because of his 
bold, liberal stand as 
City Prosecutor in Los 
Angeles. Burke was a 
co-sponsor of national 
Gay rights legislation 
when she was. m Con- 

f ress. She and Pines 
oth opposed the anti- 
Gay initiative. Some 
political analysts believe 
that Pines would have 
been a stronger candi¬ 
date against George 
Deukmejian, Burke's 
homophobic opponent. 
The election of Deuk- 
meiian as Attorney Gen¬ 
eral could be disastrous 
for Gay people. 

Locally, the largest 
victory for the Gay com¬ 
munity was the election 
of Ollie Marie-Victoire, 
who moves up from 
Municipal Court tojudge 
of the Superior Court. 
The personable candidate 
was widely supported in 
the Gay community and 
included Gay people, in¬ 
cluding B.A.R. publisher 
Bob Ross, on her cam¬ 
paign policy committees. 
Marie-Victoire won elec¬ 
tion in the Primary by 
gamering over 50% of 
the vote. 

Municipal Judge 
Roy Wonder, who op¬ 
posed Marie-Victoire, re¬ 
leased homophobic 

material in the final days 
of his campaign. His 


campaign committee re¬ 
leased an attack on 
Marie-Victoire which 
said, "She described her¬ 
self recently in a Gay 
newspaper as ’an honor¬ 
ary homosexual’ and 
claims the support of 
such individuals as 
Harvey Milk, Carol Ruth 
Silver, and leaders of 
Delancey Street." 

(Wonder was endorsed by 
the Gay Teddy Roosevelt 
Club.)

"Current taxes," Hardman writes, "should go 
into the General Fund to pay salaries of firemen, 
policemen, and others and to maintain essential 
services." He explains to the Board that parking 
fees may not compensate for the cost of the $10 
million garage and that this is only speculation by 
Stewart. 

Supervisor Ella Hill Hutch, whose district 
includes 330 Grove, has stated that there is need 
for low and moderate housing in her district. 
Hardman argues that Hutch is correct and that to 
destroy 67 housing units (part of the garage plan) in 
Grove would be ill-conceived.

Jarvis-Gann Passage May Save 
Gay Center 


It appears that passage of the Jarvis-Gann 
tax initiative gives semi-permanent status to the 
Gay Community Center at 330 Grove Street. 

T £ e ***8® facility was occupied in October, 
1976, by the Pride Foundation and has been a 
constant hub of services and Gay community events 
since that date. 

Jarvis-Gann drastically reduces the income 
from property taxes that cities may use to main¬ 
tain employees and services. The result is that no 
new ventures are contemplated — such as the 
construction of a $10 million garage at the Grove 
Street location. 

The garage would have served the adjoining 
Performing Arts Center, now under construction. 


Supervisors Dan White and Gordon Lau voted 
last month to delay a vote on finalizing construc¬ 
tion of the garage until the Jarvis-Gann vote. 
Their stated concern was the funds might be tight 
after the passage of Jarvis-Gann and that such a 
major expenditure should be considered cautiously. 

Hardman states that "any supervisors whose 
districts support Jarvis-Gann and who votes for a 
$10 million garage set themselves up for possible 
recalls." He indicated that he would be part of 
such a recall effort if that were the case. 

Pride is a non-profit, educational organiza¬ 
tion involved in community service, legal actions, 
and educational pursuits. It also maintains the Gay 
Community Center with free-will contributions ana 
is not funded by any government source. 

Pride, under Hardman's direction, has fought 
against construction of the garage on its site for 20 
months — winning delays through lobbying and legal 
actions. Extensive funding from the Gay commu¬ 
nity itself (such as $50,000 in Tavern Guild Building 
Fund) has been withheld because the Center's 
future has been in constant doubt. Pride occupies 
the three-story cement structure rent-free by an 
agreement with the Western Addition Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency. The Agency allows community 
groups to occupy structures that have been de¬ 
clared non-commercial as part of a long-range 
master plan for eventual community use._

Campaigns Gear 
Uphill Fight 

by Bruce Pettit 

Anti-Briggs cam¬ 
paign efforts are well 
underway in an uphill 
climb to reverse adverse 

S oiling indicators for 
ov. 7 balloting. Cali¬ 
fornia voters wul decide 
then whether they bar 
Gay people in positions 
of authority m their 
children's public schools. 

State Sen. John 
Briggs of Orange County 
submitted on May 1 more 
than 500,000 petition 
signatures for a state 
initiative statute. On 
May 31 Secretary of 
State March Fong Eu de¬ 
clared at least 358,576 
valid — 115% of the 
number of signatures 
necessary. 

Referendum losses 
elsewhere suggest a loss 
here. By that measure 
California Gay people 
would judge the value of 
their anti-Briggs cam¬ 
paign by their success to 
any degree in educating 
state residents about 
realities of Gay life. 

The Briggs Initi¬ 
ative is unique in that it 
specifically denies em¬ 
ployment to a class of 
people. 

THREE MOVEMENTS 

In the- early stages 
of putting together an 
anti-Briggs campaign, 
three movements were 
discernible this week. 

1. Concerned Voters 
of California (CVC) was 
founded by ADVOCATE 
publisher David Good- 
stein and Metropolitan 
Community Church 

founder Troy Perry last 
September. Goodstein 
has since resigned. 
Perry remains Southern 
co-chair, and Nancy 
Roth is Northern co¬ 
chair. 

CVC has hired San 
Francisco political con¬ 
sultant Don Bradley, who 
managed Mayor George 
Moscone's victory in 
1975 and who now en¬ 
visions a $1 million anti- 
Briggs effort. CVC 
continuously emphasizes 
a need for a "profession¬ 
al," media-oriented anti- 
Briggs campaign. It has 
been criticized by some 
anti-Briggs elements as 
being run too much 
"from the top." 

2. There are at least 
12 'grassroots" coalitions 
around the state, com¬ 
prised of self-described 
socialists to students to 
business people. They 
are attempting tq form a 
statewide federation 
which would concentrate 
on outreach to labor, 
ethnic minorities, col¬ 
lege campuses, and 
women's organizations. 

A Northern Coali- 
tipn Against the Briggs 
Initiative formed May 
13. A conference called 
by the Bay Area Com¬ 
mittee Against the 
Briggs ^ Initiative 

(BACABI) then began 
electing a coordinating 
committee which will be 
expanded through the 


campaign.

Initiative organization. 

Present Northern 
Coalition groups that are 
restructuring from earli¬ 
er goals for the Novem¬ 
ber campaign include the 
Santa Clara Valley Co¬ 
alition for Human 
Rights, the Hayward 
Equal Rights Organiza¬ 
tion (HERO), the Santa 
Rosa Gay Alliance, and 
the Reading Coalition 
for Human Rights. 

Northern groups 
which have organized on 
San Francisco^ BACABI 
model are located in 
Berkeley, Santa Cruz and 
Eureka. 

BACABI co-chair 

Michael Mank told 
B.A.R. that a December 
attempt at UCLA to 
form a statewide grass¬ 
roots conference failed 
when there developed 
later a consensus against 
"too strong a central 
committee. Each group 
felt it should do what 
was best in its own area. 
This is how grassroots 
work." 

Both Mank and Los 
Angeles activist Morris 
Kight expect a new 
statewide federation to 
develop eventually — at 
least for communication. 

3. San Francisco 
Supervisor Harvey Milk 
ana S.F. State professor 
Sally Gearhart nave just 
formed The Fund to De¬ 
feat the Briggs Initiative 
(A United Way). Recog¬ 
nizing the various anti- 
Briggs campaigns, Gear¬ 
hart and Milk conceive 
of their organization 
raising and distributing 
funds among the various 
campaigns and without 
projects engaging in the 
campaign work itself. 

Milk said, "There 
are many people who are 
not familiar with the 
existing groups and who 
want to send money to 
fight Briggs. But they're 
not sure where it should 
go or be used. Those are 
the people we will try to 
bring in." 


Gearhart and Milk 
agree that, to defeat 
Briggs, campaigns must 
be waged on many levels. 
They say that, because 
different voters have 
different misconceptions 
about Gays, many ap¬ 
proaches are needed.

State law restricts 
the use of money do¬ 
nated to initiative drives 
while allowing for a 
more liberal use of cam¬ 
paign funds. It appears 
to state attorneys that 
Briggs violated the law 
in order to bolster his 
flagging gubernatorial 
campaign. Although 

Briggs "borrowed" the 
money, such debts from 
one committee to an¬ 
other are frequently for¬ 
gotten after elections. 
State law is emphatic in 
that money from initi¬ 
ative drives cannot be 
used for other purposes.

It is Costanza who 
campaigned diligently 
for Carter in New York

Bruce Voeller, co¬ 
chair of the National 
Gay Task Force, told 
B.A.R. that "Midge's big¬ 
gest problem has been 
that she is a woman and 
not from Georgia.

quently arranged by 
Costanza, between pro¬ 
fessional people; Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union 
attorneys. Gay activists 
in the NGTF and federal 
department and agency 
officials. The results 
have been changes in the 
way Gay people are 
treated by the federal 
prison system and the 
immigration service — as 
beginners. 

Costanza not only 
arranged many of these 
contacts but has at¬ 
tended the meetings and 
taken an activist role to 
bring about changes. 
One NGTF/Costanza 
victory was the removal 
of homosexuality from 
"psychopathic personali¬ 
ties" not admitted by the 
immigration service. 
Surgeon General Julius 
Ricnmond has agreed to 
this change. 

Criticism has been 
heaped on Costanza be¬ 
cause she is outspoken 
and blunt about her posi¬ 
tions, including support 
for Gay rights. One 
penalty nas been that she 
had her staff reduced. 

It is Costanza who 
was the first White 
House aide to demand 
the resignation of 
Carter's lifelong friend, 
Bert Lance. She also 
convened a meeting of 
administration women 
who, in a body, issued a 


national publicity on a 
weekend when the Presi¬ 
dent was conveniently 
out of town. 

Recent reports are 
that Costanza has lost 
much of her power, but 
her aides refuse to 
comment on those 
rumors. Costanza claims 
that she is still the same 
person doing basically 
the same thing she did 
before. 

Costanza states 
that her reduced staff is 
"just fine. It was really 
too big" and insists that 
her relationship with the 
Gay community and its 
efforts to change nation¬ 
al policies nas not 
changed. 

Voeller told 

B.A.R., "She has not 
been cut off from us. It 
is just not true. Her 
move 'downstairs' did not 
relinquish her relation¬ 
ship with civil rights 
issues and specifically it 
did not change our rela¬ 
tionship with her. She 
continues to attend liai¬ 
son meetings to work 
with us closely." 

The NGTF official 
states that Costanza is 
now working with the 
Gay community leader¬ 
ship in concluding prison 
ana immigration depart¬ 
ment changes.

Continuing criti¬ 
cism of her liberal posi¬ 
tions on abortion, 
women's rights, Gay 
rights, Black rights, etc., 
seems to be a stimulus to 
Costanza, who likes 
challenges. She says, 
"We are discussing issues 
that government has 
failed to respond to for 
the past 200 years . . .

SEATTLE. Rev. 
William Chapman, asso¬ 
ciated with Anita Bry¬ 
ant’s Protect America's 
Children, has been here 
recently to discuss the 
possibility of repealing 
Seattle's ordinances 
which ban discrimination 
against Gays in housing 
and employment. 

The minister con¬ 
sulted with police offi¬ 
cers Dennis Falk and 
Davis Estis who are 
launching a campaign to 
obtain 17,600 signatures 
by a July 24 deadline to 
place a repeal initiative 
on the ballot. Their 
group, Save Our Moral 
Ethics (SOME), is con¬ 
sidering associating 

themselves with Bryant. 
In the recent Eugene 
campaign, the anti-Gay 
group (VOICE) did not 
associate itself with Bry¬ 
ant s national crusade. 

Citizens to Retain 
Fair Employment (CRFE) 
has been formed to con¬ 
front the SOME group. 
The group announced 
that Mayor Charles 
Royer, supportive of Gay 
rights, does not believe 
that the officers will 
obtain the necessary sig¬ 
natures, not that such a 
repeal initiative can win 
in Seattle.

New Quaker Position 
Includes Gay Hiring Policy 


"\\ 


"Discrimination 
against women and third 
world people is no longer 
widely acceptable. This 
is not true of Gays, and 
the open oppression of 
them is often as ac¬ 
cepted as it is perva¬ 
sive." . . . This is a con¬ 
clusion in a report from 
the Affirmative Action 
Committee of the 
American Friends Serv¬ 
ice Committee 

(Quakers). The group is 
now establishing affili¬ 
ates in its ten AFSC 
regional offices to em- 
hasize its policy of 
iring and advancing Gay 
employees — and includ¬ 
ing Gays at every level 
oi planning and execu¬ 
tion of poRcy and man¬ 
agement. 

The Quakers al¬ 
ready have an informal 
policy of not considering 
sexual orientation as a 
barrier to AFSC employ¬ 
ment on the West Coast. 
Gary Miller. former 

president of the Alice B. 
Toklas Democrats in San 
Francisco, is a lobbyist/ 
researcher in the Sacra¬ 
mento AFSC office while 
upfront Gay Walter 

Barnett, former Hastings 
Law College professor, is 
an AFSC staffer in Los 


Angeles. 

The AFSC national 
board took a position in 
1976 which emphasized 
"the support for the civil 
and human rights of 
homosexual and msexual 
persons, and a commit¬ 
ment to implementation 
of this concern." The 
Affirmative Action move 
is a direct effort by the 
Quakers to make that 
policy a reality. 

"Gay people suffer 
not only from denial of 
legal rights and discrimi¬ 
nation m employment," 
the AFSC report contin¬ 
ues, "but also from 
stereotyping, from cruel 
jokes, and from conde¬ 
scension. Gay people are 
one of the few groups of 
people remaining in this 
country against whom it 
is legal to pass discrimi¬ 
natory laws and mount 
popular campaigns deny¬ 
ing them rights. 

In 1975, Miller and 
others who are Gay in 
the AFSC "came out" 
and called for an open 
discussion of the Gay 
issue with the Quaker 
faith. The 1976 state¬ 
ment resulted and began 
the current affirmative 
action. 


KQED Special: 
Mormons & the Gays 

"A Closer Look," Channel 9’s news/fea¬ 
ture program, will feature a first-hand report 
on tne Mormon Church and the Gays on 
Wednesday, June 21, at 7:30pm. 

The special program was filmed in Salt 
Lake City by producer/newscaster Andrew 
Welch for KQED. Welch interviewed twenty 
Gays and straights in the Latter Day Saints 
(Mormon) Church. Included in the program 
will be a formerly married Gay in his mia-SO's 
who reveals that he married because of 
pressure from the Mormon Church. 

KQED is urging Gay people to watch 
the program and to respond to the station 
(864-2000).

Civil Rights But 
Not Equality 

Protestant groups 
appear to be developing 
a uniform pattern of 
reacting to Gay rights: 
job rights are legitimate 
as long as the iob is not 
as a minister. Recently, 
public opinion polls indi¬ 
cated that a large seg¬ 
ment of the public is also 
opposed to Gays in the 
ministry. 

The United Presby¬ 
terian Church's General 
Assembly recently met 
in San Diego and re¬ 
jected a two-year study 
which called for the ac¬ 
ceptance of upfront Gay 
persons as ordained 
ministers. They did 
agree, however, to spare 
those already ordained. 

The Presbyterian 
decision was not sudden. 
It had been debated for 
five hours on the floor. 
Presbyterian Rev. Foster 
Shannon, San Jose, de¬ 
nounced homosexuality 
as a "sin" before the 
hand-count vote was 
taken on Gays. There 
was no official secret- 
ballot vote which would 
have placed on the 
record the most explicit 
action taken yet by an 
international church 
body. (Protestors from 
both sides marched out¬ 
side of the conference 
hall during the debate.) 

The Presbyterians 
(with a 2.6 million mem¬ 
bership) expressed con¬ 
cern about the rights of 
Gay people in jobs, hous¬ 
ing, ana public accom¬ 
modations while man¬ 
dating discrimination 
within the church. The 
crux of the issue was in 
that statement issued 
that ALL sexual rela¬ 
tions must occur within 
the heterosexual 

marriage. 

Observers at the 
conference concluded 
that the fear among the 
650 delegates was that 
the acceptance of the 
Christian homosexual 
lifestyle would cause 
rebellion among mem¬ 
bers. TIME magazine 
reported that "church 
liberals were silent for 
the most part, and its 
conservative Evangeli¬ 
cals launched their most 
effective campaign in a 
generation." 

Confusion contin¬ 
ues over the Presbyteri¬ 
an position on ordina¬ 
tions because although 
the decree spoke against 
the ordination of Gays, it 
did not specifically for¬ 
bid such a practice. 
William Silver, a New 
York City theological 
student, states that he 
will seek ordination in 
NYC and that he be¬ 
lieves his local body will 
ordain him in spite of the 
opinion of the General 
Assembly. 

In a related action, 
a sister church, Presby¬ 
terian Church in the U.S. 
(878 members), will be 
holding its General 
Assembly sessions June 
9-16 in Shreveport, La. 
It will have a motion 
before it to repudiate 
homosexual activity and

jected an attempt* by a 
group of ministers to re¬ 
ceive approval for an 
attack on the homo¬ 
sexual lifestyle.

tested. When they do 
take place, historically, 
they are on a high level. 
But not so this time in

Dianne Feinstein’s 
Game Plan

As a long-time ob¬ 
server of the local politi¬ 
cal scene, I look at 
events from a slightly 
different angle rather 
than on the issue being 
discussed at the time, 
and from that perspec¬ 
tive one thing keeps 
coming home to me over 
and over — Dianne Fein- 
stein is off and running 
again. 

Feinstein has twice 
run for Mayor and lost — 
partially due to her con¬ 
stant shifting whichever 
way the political wind 


due to bad political judg¬ 
ment. The first time out 
she mistakenly took on 
the powerful incumbent 
Joe Alioto and the 
second time she thought 
she would make the run¬ 
off against Moscone and 
held Dack funds which 
she should have spent in 
the primary, only to be 
beaten out by Barba- 
gelata. She is once again 
President of the Board, a 
position that does not 
fulfill her political appe¬ 
tite. What next? Well, 
there are basically two 
tvnes of politicians — 


President of the Board of Supervisors 
DIANNE FEINSTEIN 
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the next moves and the 
other who waits for an 
opening and makes a 
move only at that time. 

For months now, 
Dianne Feinstein has 
been acting like someone 
running for another 
office . . . but, the ques¬ 
tion remains — which 
office? Another shot at 
Mayor? At first that 
seemed to be the case 
. . . but wait a minute. 
Quentin Kopp will cer¬ 
tainly take on Moscone 
when George comes up 
for re-election. The 
Kopp campaign has been 
underway for months, 
and if Feinstein enters 
the picture as a candi¬ 
date, she will cut into 
Kopp's strength and only 
make it easier for 
Moscone. And that 
doesn t make sense, be¬ 
cause Dianne Feinstein 
dislikes George Moscone 
every bit as much as 
Kopp does. And, we 
must not forget that 
Kopp, in his campaign 
for Mayor, wanted to 
serve another term as 
President of the Board. 
When Kopp realized he 
didn t have the votes to 
be President and it 
looked like a stalemate, 
he quickly threw his sup¬ 
port to Feinstein. (Well, 
not THAT quickly; I 
mean Kopp ana Feinstein 
DID have a few meetings 
in the meanwhile. You 
can be sure they did!) 

While Feinstein 
has, in the past, turned 
on her supporters, it 
seemed unlikely that she 
would do so on Kopp. In 
fact, a move like that on 
Kopp just might finish 
her off once and for all, 
not that that would be 
all bad. In fact, it makes 
political sense if Fein¬ 
stein supports Kopp for 
Mayor, which I predict 
she will do. With her 
support in a two-way 
race, Kopp just might be 
able to knock off 
Moscone; that would give 
the newly-formed Kopp/ 
Feinstein team control 
of the two most powerful 
political offices. What 
then for the ambitious 
lady? Willie Brown's 
Assembly seat? Milton 
Marks' State Senate 
seat? John Burton's con¬ 
gressional seat? I don't 
think so. Any of these 
three would be very dif¬ 
ficult to beat, and Fein¬ 
stein knows she doesn't 
need another political 
defeat. 

Dianne Feinstein 
loves politics and gov¬ 
ernment service. She 
studied politics in col¬ 
lege, was raised on the 
belief that she had a 
duty to perform public 
service, and she definite¬ 
ly will continue in poli¬ 
tics. With most local 
offices taken for the 
foreseeable future, and 
even if they weren't, 
there really isn't much 

? ;lamour in any of them 
or the Feinstein ego — 
but, wait, there IS state¬ 
wide office. How about 
the first woman to be 
elected U.S. Senator 
from California? Four 
years left in Hayakawa's 
term would give her 
plenty of time to "estab¬ 
lish" the Feinstein name 
on a statewide level. 

The Game Plan 
goes something like this: 


Kopp supported Feinstein 
for Board President; 
from that powerful 
political position she 
supports Kopp for Mayor: 
ana from his powerful 
position as Mayor, Kopp 
supports La Feinstein For 
U.S. Senator. The two of 
them then stay out of 
each Other's way and 
agree to protect each 
other when necessary. 
All that remains is for 
Feinstein to once again 
change her image and 
also to get her hooks into 
some of that important 
Los Angeles money, so 
necessary for any state¬ 
wide campaign. 

Dianne has all of a 
sudden become the lead¬ 
ing force for more and 
more police. Even with 
no money around, she 
wants more police — 
even having; them trained 
in the L.A. Police 
Academy (a legacy of 
the Ed Davis years in 
that city — think about 
that for a while, San 
Francisco). She has 
taken the lead in the law 
and order issues. She has 
also walked away from 
her environmental 

friends. After all, there 
might be some votes 
here in San Francisco but 
not nearly as many as on 
a statewide level, and 
little money there with 
those environmentalists. 
Yet Feinstein, who is for 
ripping down housing for 
a garage for the Per¬ 
forming Arts Center 
(money), is suddenly con¬ 
cerned over the critical 
need for housing along 
the Playland site instead 
of a park. (She wants 
the entire area for 
"much-needed housing," 
but what about those 
houses already standing 
on Grove Street that the 
Madame President would 
tear down for her much¬ 
loved garage?) And if 
you look at who is behind 
the housing for the ocean 
front area, you will find 
that it is a large L.A. 
developer. An, ha! 
Opening doors to Los 
Angeles money and Los 
Angeles developers. 
(Coincidental, Tm sure.) 
And that money and 
opening are vital for any 
statewide race when a 
candidate has no name 
recognition in Southern 
California. 

One can expect her 
to travel to Southern 
California's wealthy 
areas more and more, 
meeting the fat cats at 
the various country clubs 
and other affluent meet¬ 
ing spots as she starts to 
bag their money and sup¬ 
port. You can count on 
it. On issue after issue, 
Dianne Feinstein's votes 
seem to be geared more 
to the voters of Fresno, 
L.A., San Jose, and other 
places, than to the 
voters of San Francisco. 
After all, the voters 
twice rejected her in her 
bid to become Mayor, so 
what does she really owe 
them anyway, and won't 
the first woman senator 
from California be an 
achievement, and so 
what if the price to pay 
for Mrs. Feinstein is to 
dump on San Francisco? 
Do you think she really 
cares? I don't. She 
obviously feels that in 
order to get elected on a 
statewide level she has 
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to wash off the San 
Francisco image. Co¬ 
incidentally, while she is 
preparing to shed her San 
Francisco image, both 
Burt Pines ana Yvonne 
Burke are courting that 
same image. Maybe they 
know something she 
doesn't. 

On the other hand, 
there are a couple of 
things that just might 
upset the Feinstein plan. 
First, Kopp just might 
not get elected Mayor, 
and that would deprive 
Feinstein of a lot of 
powerful support. The 
second and more serious 
part of the Feinstein 
plan are the issues. 
Since she has abandoned 
her original supporters 
and turned to law and 
order and master builder, 
she just might not get 
the chance to make the 
race against Hayakawa, 
for she probably couldn't 
survive the primary. She 
has walked away from 
the liberal issues; she has 
insulted group after 
group; and, to be sure, 
her votes on the progres¬ 
sive issues WILL come 
out. And then she may 
find out that the only 
ones who will be support¬ 
ing her store her new¬ 
found friends who have 
lots of money, but few 
; votes. There are just so 
many times she can go to 
the well and get votes

the head, and then go out 
and vote against every 
damned issue you stand 
for.

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INTERVIEW: gay novelist 


Paul Monette, 33, ex-prep schoolteacher, poet, and now novelist, flew into 
San Francisco from his new home in the Hollywood hills. He came to publicize 
his book, Taking Care of Mra. Carroll, in the local Gay community. Pro¬ 
motion is not an easy job when you’re trying to do it all by yourself. 

Little, Brown and Co., Monettes Boston-based publishers, seemed to have 
succumbed to a bout of homophobia. Next to nothing was being done by 
either home office or men in the field to promote the serious Gay novel. A 
check of local bookstores, straight and Gay, verified Monette’s claims.

P-FH: Your first novel has been acclaimed in every major Gay publication. 
What about the straight press? 


PM: I doubt it. I’d rather teach grownups myself, and the continuing educa¬ 
tion programs are the only ones l have much faith in anymore. I don’t know 
that Gay teachers are any better in a class than straight ones. Maybe there’s a 
Socratic tradition that Gay teachers respond to intuitively. The point is, liber¬ 
ated people are better teachers than repressed people. Learning is a matter of 
learning how to be free. 


Monette was born in Lawrence, Mass., in October 1945 into a lower-middle 
class family. His father’s side were French Canadians who migrated to the New 
England factory town in the late 19th century. His grandfather was a Harvard- 
educated distinguished attorney to Lawrence’s French-speaking community. 
Monette grew up in Andover where he attended Phillips Academy (the town 
boy on scholarship); from there he went on to Yale Where his only ambition 
was to write: “You recently moved to the West Coast (unlike other Yale types 
. . . writers Charles Reich, Malcolm Boyd who fled to San Francisco, you chose 
Southern California . . . Hollywood, no less. Why?” 




PM: The few reviews in the straight press have been wonderfully positive. I 
was surprised to find such a good review in the Boston Herald American 
because it’s such a conservative paper. Likewise th'e enthusiastic review in 
Library Journal which I also assumed conservative. The same goes for 
Publisher’s Weekly. Mrs. Carroll is a novel in which Gay people make 
love passionately and without guilf, in which there is a happy ending. That be¬ 
comes a controversial novel. If it were about a suffering teacher, it would be 
much easier to write about the suffering. The exultation of Gay life is what 
causes problems. Or as my parents used to put it, “We don’t mind your being 
Gay, but why do you have to talk about it?” 


P-FH: Do you see Mrs. Carroll bringing about changes with the status of 
Gay subject matter? 

PM: It’s already happening. Gay writers who have spent time learning the 
craft, spent the years eating spaghetti and getting nowhere are now ready to 
write the open and risky and clear-sailing books that happen in their adult lives 
as writers. Some of those books are now ready to be Gay books. Some Gay 
novels published in the last 15 or 20 years have had enormous positive impact 
on Gays and helped to raise consciousness. Yet what had been published in 
those decades was consumed with issues of guilt, and vacant city life, and the 
cruel lies of Love. Honest and explicit Gay subject matter will not be denied. 


P-FH: You began your writing as a poet and did well with it. What has hap¬ 
pened to your poetry? 

PM: I became frustrated with the kind of self-absorption that was part of my 
work as a poet. Dissatisfied with the myth of myself that my poetry created. I 
was good at it and did good work. But the older I got the more my being Gay 
was central to who I was, and I had to find a way to let that be what my writing 
was too. As I began to come out, I started a series of poems. They were long 
dramatic monologues. A batch which got me into characterizations, plots, ac¬ 
tion. One was an encounter on a transcontinental train between Noel Coward 
and Marlene Dietrich. The individual poems were published, but no editor 
would take the lot. 

1 was into stories; I wanted to see if I could create a STAR (a la Dietrich, 
Garbo, Piaf... but one of my own making). Before I knew it I was working on 
a novel. 


P-FH: You graduated from Yale in 1967 and since that date you have taught 
in several private schools in New England, principally Milton Academy from 
1970 to 1976. What are your thoughts about teaching? 

PM: Yes, I taught for nine years in private schools and universities. It was dif¬ 
ficult when I was scared to come out and a hell of a lot more real when I finally 
did. My colleagues were supportive. Needless to say, I didn’t try to indoctri¬ 
nate my students about Gay life. At Milton I taught History of Poetry and was 
their writer in residence, so to speak. I couldn’t have cared less about seducing 
them. But on the other hand, I stopped being sexless, genderless, neuter. 
That’s where I think problems come from - sexlessness and repression. The 
schools are a mess. They’re broke, and they’ve been eaten up by bureaucracy. 
What’s more they’ve made all the wrong concessions in curriculum because 
they don’t know what to do about the television cloning the kids’ minds. 

P-FH: Is there a future for you in teaching? 


PM: That is a curious question that only San Franciscans ask. I chose LA 
partly because of the Industry. Hollywood is my subject or my mythic territory. 
But I also find LA extravagantly beautiful. It’s like a Mediterranean country, 
with laws of its own. The rivalry between the two cities is childish, and it re¬ 
minds me of the rivalry between Boston and New York, which used to drive 
me crazy back East. The enemy in California is not the North or the South but 
the right-wing loonies. It doesn’t have to do with swimming pools versus the 
opera, high culture versus low culture. 


P-FH: What about the movies? 

PM: I’ve finished three screen plays. I’ve had some interest in Mr*. Carroll - 
- bigger interest if I’d change one of the Gay men to a straight woman ... to 
“solve the problem” so to speak. I’ve made some contacts in Hollywood. But I 
like being a novelist; I’ve a half dozen Gay novels in me that I’ve got to write in 
order to expand and deepen the story that I think I’ve told once very well. I am 
not investing too much right now in film because I know so many people who 
have been broken by their love of film. 


P-FH: Thus far whenever Hollywood turns to a homosexual subject (like the 
recent A Different Story) they turn it to shit. Do you have any hope for 

Mr*. Carroll? 

PM: Not much. Hollywood is deathly afraid of Gay subject matter. A truly 
Gay film where there is a # serious relationship; they will only do the bad stuff, 
the cheap thrills and the guilt-ridden cliches. There are still too many mid-level 
executives, The Director of Development variety ... all closety . . . terrified of 
jeopardizing themselves. They keep a low profile. The kind that love my book 
but can’t afford to be interested. 


P-FH: How do you respond to being a Gay artist creating Gay fiction? 


PM: When I’m introduced as a Gay novelist, I don’t know whether I’m ex¬ 
pected to talk about books or molest a child onstage. I’m Gay, and it makes me 
happy to be Gay. I want very much to write books about Gay people who are 
over the problems of coming out and ready to get involved in a good story, 
which a novel has to be. I’m interested in kinds of stories, and it doesn’t bother 
me that there are only seven basic plots ... yet when a straight person calls me 
a Gay novelist, I can usually hear something of a putdown. v 

Still I am comfortable being called a Gay writer. I mean, I can talk to lots of 
different people about being Gay. In the past it was so hard to bring up. 


P-FH: What do you think of San Francisco? It’s a natural question, I guess. 
After all, Ethel Merman was here last week signing books at Macy’s and all they 
asked her was what she thought of homosexuals. 


PM: It thrills me. It’s like a European city, like Paris, like Rome. I see such a 
dazzling mix of people on the streets. 


I don’t think Monette got much of a chance to taste the local mix of bizarre 
Turkish delights what with interviews, appearances, book signings, literary 
cocktails. Making the most of hours he had available to peddle his wares. He 
had just sold his second novel, The Golddiggers to Avon Books. He’s had 
enough of it going jt alone, relying on friends and brothers and sisters in the 
Gay community to spread the word. He’s today an angry writer, and an angry 
man, determined not to let Mr*. Carroll die from neglect. As he says, “I 
■ mean to win. I am not a passive writer anymore. I want to let the publishing 
community and the agent community know when they’re being homophobic, 
when they’re being naive. They must be educated that there is a vast audience 
of Gay readers waiting for books that make them proud. And that audience 
must be served. I think I can serve them.” 


Paul Monette is one of a new breed: A Gay writer. Whose fuller definition 
will be for him and his kind to explore and to determine. As it stands, Monette 
rates a triple A: attractive, affable, and astute. 

Taking Car* of Mr*. Carroll - if some Gay person hasn’t already men- 
it - is a finely written book, one we CAN be proud of. Try to find it in 
your friendly neighborhood bookstore - and then what is even more fun, ask 
why they don’t have it.

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Such men have usually 
been raised by pathologi¬ 
cally seductive mothers 
and rejecting and threat¬ 
ening fathers. The possi¬ 
bilities of incestuous 
intercourse and paternal 
retaliation are so vivid 
that the boy repudiates 
all attraction to females. 
The second major reason 
is a fear of men, not 
women. The boy feels so 
inadequate that he dares 
not compete with other 
men for fear they will 
angrily destroy him. 
Even a woman with no 
current lover cannot be 
approached for fear 
some other man might 
want her and attack him. 
Ultimately, the man with 
such a conflict becomes 
homosexual in an at¬ 
tempt to win, through his 
passive compliance, the 
approval ana protection 
of the men who threaten 
him.” 


Very clever, isn't 
it? P ana S have it both 
ways: if it isn't fear of 
women, then it's fear of 
men. And if it isn't 
Mama, then it's Papa. 
The poor kid doesn't have 
a chance. He's scared 
and he's helpless. How 

? leased P and S must be 
o find a victim who is so 
thoroughly incapaci¬ 
tated. But let us ask: 
Whose victim? 


What's amiss here 
is that the whole concept 
begins with a negative 
viewpoint. P and S as¬ 
sume that there must be 
something defective 
about a man who doesn't 
desire women — because 
they think that he 
OUGHT to desire women 
— so they jump to the 
conclusion that he's 
rejecting women. Ap¬ 
parently it has never oc¬ 
curred to them that male 
homosexuality may have 
nothing whatsoever to do 
with women. 


Surely any Gay 
man who has ever given 
the matter any serious 
consideration can tell 
you that he's not afraid 
of women. Likewise, 
he's not afraid of what 
other men will do if he 
shows any interest in 
women. He's not afraid 
for the obvious reason 
that he's simply not 
sexually concerned with 
women at all when he 
engages in sex with other 
men. The Gay man's 
situation isn't negative, 
but positive: it isn't a 
matter of disliking or 
hating or fearing — it's a 
matter of being at¬ 
tracted to something 
else entirely. The Gay 
man is interested in 
other men for their own 
sake because he feels a 

S ositive attraction to 
lem. 


That this attrac¬ 
tion to men doesn't have 
anything to do with fear¬ 
ing women is confirmed 
by the fact that some 
men who are called Gay 
are bisexual, and there 
are probably many more 
of these men than most 
of us recognize. These 
men do find women sexu¬ 
ally attractive, and they 
do sometimes have 
sexual relationships with 
them. But they are also 
attracted to men. They 
don't turn to men out of 
fear, but out of desire. 
If we unmask the belief 


that Gay men fear 
women, we discover that 
it's nothing more than 
the fear of straight men 
themselves that they will 
be treated as sex objects 
the way they treat 
women. The word "fear" 
is the clue: they try to 
transfer their own fear 
by placing the blame on 
someone else. 

The trouble with 
looking for the "causes" 
of homosexuality is that 
you're apt to find them - 
- and they will exactly 
match whatever preju¬ 
dices you already have 
against homosexuality. 
The "causes" come from 
inside the person who is 
doing the searching, nqt 
from any true defect in

Oklahoma ‘Briggs Bill’ 
Passes Lower House 88-2 


Legislation similar to California's anti-Gay 
school employees legislation has passed the lower 
house of the Oklahoma state legislature by an 88-2 
vote. It is now being considered by the state 
Senate. 


The bill resembles the initiative introduced 
by California's Senator John Briggs in that it would 
permit school boards to fire or to refuse to employ 
persons who have engaged in "public homosexual 
conduct." Such conduct is defined as "advocating, 
citing, imposing, encouraging, or prompting public 
or private homosexual activity in a manner that 
creates a substantial risk that such conduct will 
come to the attention of school children or school 
employees." 


The wording is so similar between the Cali¬ 
fornia and Oklahoma measures that it can be 
speculated that they have the same origin. Some 
Gay activists speculate that singer/activist Anita 
Bryant, who has ties in Oklahoma and is a consult¬ 
ant to Briggs, may be the common source. 

Rep. John Monks, Oklahoma legislator, told 
the press that he authored the bill so Doards could 
"dismiss people afflicted with this degenerate 
problem . . . people who Eire mentally deranged this 
way." In answer to questions about whether his bill 
would apply to both sexes, Monks answered, "It will 
cover queers and Lesbians." 

One criticism of the bill by Oklahoma civil 
libertarians is that it will apply to both hetero¬ 
sexual and homosexual teachers — anyone who 
speaks out for Gay rights. This is a criticism of the 
Briggs initiative in California. 


The bill is sponsored in the Oklahoma Senate 
by a member of the John Birch Society, Sen. Mary 
Helm.

David Rabe is at 
the forefront of Ameri¬ 
can playwrights. Ever 
since Joseph Pape first 

g roduced Rabe's "The 
asic Training of Paolo 
Hummel" in 1971, the 
playwright has run off 
with practically every 
major award going. 
STREAMERS (paracliutls 
that don't open), now 
playing at the Cannery 
Theatre, is no exception. 
It has already won the 
New York Drama Critics' 
Award for the Best 
American Play of 1976 
and the 1977 Los Angeles 
Drama Critics' Circle 
Award for Best Play¬ 
wright. 

STREAMERS' ultra 
real anti Vietnam War 
format studies the explo¬ 
sion of psyches under the 
stress of military train¬ 
ing. Conscripted men 
preparing to slaughter or 
be slaughtered cling 
pathetically to the razor 
edge of life and sanity. 
Rabe shows us the blood 
bursts when they let go. 
In STREAMERS his cata¬ 
lyst is an unsympathetic 
homosexual. 

Warner Shook plays 
Richie, a dilettantish 
Manhattan homophile 
who has a constant erec¬ 
tion for roommate Billy 
(John Rubenstein). Billy 
sides with his other 
roommate Roger (Eddie 
Hailey) who is straight 
and Black for protection. 

Ralph Meeker plays 
Cokes to Michael 
O Dwyer s Rooney. 

They re a pair of para¬ 
trooper career men. 
bottled in bond and 
sloshing their way 
through their umpteenth- 
maybe-last reunion. 
They stagger in and out 
of the young recruits' 
room to give them a 
taste <pf what war is 
really like and how good 
ole boy soldier survivors 
end up. 

Enter ghetto-wise 
Black Carlyle, who 
knows he s being singled 
out for cannon fodder 
and is looking for any 
sympathetic straw to 
sink with. He pours neat 
gin after gin onto his 

f iaranoia ana the tension 
ime bomb ticks merci¬ 
lessly. 

In * a very fast 
paced show, most 
STREAMERS' acting is 
superb. Beautiful 

Richard Lawson as 
Carlyle is as terrifying 
and magnetic as a 
wounded jungle cat. His 
presence, concentration 
and energy are smother¬ 
ing. Ralph Meeker is 
equally matched by 


Michael O'Dwyer in their 
blustery portrayals of 
war-wrecked men finding 
comfort in one anothers 
boozey remembrances, 
dreams of past glories 
and childhood games. 
Eddie Hailey is convinc¬ 
ing in the impossible role 
oi a Black nero deter¬ 
mined to keep face and 
win in a white man's 
army. Warner Shook 
uses almost all the 
stereotypical (and still 
ainfulj queen en pointe 
evices that have been 


used ad nauseum by 
stage and screen writers 
to perpetuate the Gay 
sissy image. True to 
Rabe, Shook is so in¬ 
effectual weak sister 
that you want to slap his 
wrist. John Rubenstein 
who plays Billy, - the 
frightened pseudo intel¬ 
lectual fag dabbler from 
Wisconsin, gives a no 
balls at all performance, 
perfect for the role. 

STREAMERS is a 
horrifying show, not be¬ 
cause its new in its 


violence, but because it's 
so old, the bitter history 
lesson that man seems 
incapable of learning, 
finally. 

STREAMERS' bloody 
conclusion is not for 
those with weak stom¬ 
achs. Rabe's Marxist 
characterization of the 
useless homosexual is not 
for those with short 
tempers.

Homophobic 
Film: A Different 
Story 

A confection — al¬ 
beit a lie and as brutal as 
a used-car-lot commer¬ 
cial — has its rights of 
presentation. Not every 
joke goes over; the audi¬ 
ence groans and it 
passes. Some jokes are 
m bad taste; the audi¬ 
ence is embarrassed and 
the moment passes awk¬ 
wardly. Other jokes are 
outrages to certain audi¬ 
ences and they DO NOT 
pass. 

A Nazi telling Jew¬ 
ish survivors that they 
had it better in Dachau, 
a KKK wizard telling an 
NAACP convention the 
fun of repealing the 15th 
Amendment are not 
jokes or entertainment 
to those people. These 
are the situations out of 
which riots are born. 

To the Gay com¬ 
munity, "A Different 


Story” is one of those 
situations. To a Baptist 
Convention marching to 
the orange pom-poms of 
Anita Bryant, the film is 
a vindication of their 
fondest dreams. In 
brevity: queers can be 

de-queered (nice all- 
American brand queers 
who down deep aren't 
REALLY Queer-queer). 
Saved through marriage 
and sex ana babies and 
love and live happily 
ever after in the Holly¬ 
wood Hills — despite 
later "legitimate” mari¬ 
tal problems. 

Or if you want to 
hear it one more time. 
One good greasy fuck 
will get a queen out of 
the kitchen and a sloppy 
dyke into eye shadow ana 
silk pajamas. 

Horse shit! 

Avco Embassy has 
exercised their rights — 
no one can stop them 
from making a homo- 
phobic film. The Gay 
community has a greater 
right to react — because 
it^s no longer art; it's 


now political. Avco 
Embassy has only now to 
think ot its investments 
and profits and get Gays 
into the theater. 

The Gay commu¬ 
nity is waging an all-out 
battle to surface and 
survive. "A Different 
Story" is fake and insult¬ 
ing and injurious. Treat 
it with the same affec¬ 
tion you reserve for 
L.A.'s other specialty — 
the undercover vice cop.

Every so often the 
show biz crowd in the 
Gay community yearns 
for a slick, commercial 
tale about the lavender 
crowd in New York or 
Hollywood. The genre 
requires witty dialogue, 
cynical wisecracks, loads 
of feist talk and a plot 
that races from page to 
page. There should be a 
small dose of underlying 
wisdom which provides 
the required "redeeming 
social importance." 

"Hansel and 

Gretel" seems to satisfy 
most of these require¬ 
ments. What we have 
before us is at heart a 
"fag-hag," soap opera, 
cook book. The cook, 
Sheila Weller, takes one 
Lillian Resnick, aged 
fifty-four, who works as 
a publicity agent in 
Beverly Hills, combines 
this character with 
Ronald Hallorsen, a 40 
year old hairdresser, and 
stirs them vigorously to¬ 
gether into a pastry plot. 
She then adds Edwin, a 
mad campy Black dude, 
who aspires to become a 
Shakespearean actor (but 
who must settle for sell¬ 
ing; plumbing supplies) 
and finally tops off the 
ingredients with Gary, a 
wholesome, innocent 
young kid who is involved 
romantically with 

Ronald. 

For the first fifty 
pages the reader may 
worry. What will this 
mad hook look like when 
it finally emerges from 
the literary oven? At 
times there is almost an 
overabundance of hip¬ 
slapping repartee and 
glib observation that 
nearly drowns the plot. 
But the cake eventually 
does hold firm and a 
fairly good time is had 
by all. We can almost 
envision a television 


comedy series with 
Lillian being portrayed 
by Nancy Walker. 

The lovesick hair¬ 
dresser and the publicity 
agent provide a valuable 
link between the Gay and 
straight worlds. This 
proves that integration is 
both possible and desir¬ 
able. Thus, "Hansel and 
Gretel" has something 
for both sides of the 
sexual fence. 


Lillian and Ronald 
literally support each 
other through good times 
and bad. They each have 
a passionate affair brew¬ 
ing and they advise one 
another about how to 
keep the love boat from 
sinking. 

This is Sheila 
Wellers first novel and 
not a bad one at that. 
She was raised in Beverly 
Hills and has written 
magazine articles for a 
number of national publi¬ 
cations including MS., 
McCALLS, and ROLL¬ 
ING STONE. 


Let s all stand 
back! The Auntie Marne 
crowd is rushing the 
bookstores at this very 
moment. Mercy! 


PARAGRAPH: 


A Quarterly of 
Gay Fiction 

I do not know any 
of the particulars that 
went into the creating of 
this collection. And per¬ 
haps it's better that way 
because I wanted the 
effort to be a success. 
The intention of "Para¬ 
graph" is to be ap¬ 
plauded; the execution is 
soporific. 

Six stories, four by 
Gay men and two by 
women, strain to fill 69

pages. Only one, "Koan" 
by Ilichard Hall, has any 
merit, in that it breathes 
while the rest never rise 
above the paper they're 
typed on. The others are 
dreary — no better, no 
worse than creative 
writing course samples. 
Each story is introduced 
by an equally dreary 
black and white graphic. 
The typed pages give the 
journal a pronounced 
amateurish look, and the 
careless proofreading 
suggests the same. 

All of the above 
are serious charges when 
one asks: is this the 

benchmark of the Gay 
community's talent. If it 


is, then unearthing and 
showcasing Gay art 
might well be left 
undiscovered. 

"Paragraph 1" of¬ 
fers the reader no for¬ 
ward nor preface for 
background information. 
Who made the selections, 
how they were made. 
The editorial and produc¬ 
tion staff lists ten names 
(seems a crowd). The 
journal has been in 
preparation for a year at 
least. 

I had been hoping 
for something much 
more brilliant, much 
more innovative, much 
more sophisticated and 
challenging. There is no 


substitute for first-rate 
writing (publishing a 
collection of short 
stories has no other 
justification). Either the 
editors couldn't get them 
or don't know what good 
writing is.

LILIAN SWKIS 

Return of the Miniskirt Diva 


In 1966 when the Met moved to its new home in Lincoln Center, several young 
talents appeared almost nightly. To many, it seemed as if Lilian Sukis had cor¬ 
nered the market on offstage voices, unborn children and walk-on countesses. 
Not until the end of that season (when she created the role of Helen Niles in the 
world premiere of MOURNING BECOMES ELECTRA) did the audience have a 
chance to see who she was. The pattern was established. . . 

Most of her years at the Met were spent disguised — with a long grey beard as 
The Sandman in HANSEL & GRETEL, or floating through the air as a Rhine- 
maiden. It was no consolation to be told that she was the best Frasquita (a minor 
gypsy) that the house had ever seen. When the chance came to move to Europe, 
she quickly left the Metropolitan. 

Sukis was in Seattle this Spring to sing Pamina in Mozart’s THE MAGIC 
FLUTE, the first time singing in the States in several years. We spent two days 
together, during which she looked back on the changes in her life and discussed 
her painful years at the Met. Since the move to Germany, her career has taken 
root, and she has become one of the better known young talents on the European 
operatic scene. 

Born in Lithuania, Sukis grew up in Hamilton, Ontario. While in school, she 
worked in a bingo parlor for tips to add to her mother’s income as a factory worker. 
“I was so nearsighted I couldn’t even tell when people were giving me slugs instead 
of real coins.” She made her operatic debut as the Countess in THE MARRIAGE 
OF FIGARO at the Canadian Shakespeare Festival and was quickly signed by the 
Metropolitan Opera. 

Once in New York, however, she found herself lost in the shuffle at the bottom 
of the Met’s roster. The house was dominated by the international superstar sys¬ 
tem. A young, native artist often ended up covering many roles, but getting little 
exposure. In the twilight years of the Bing regime, she managed to snare two 
Micaelas, some Neddas and Eurydices, but was forced to beg for every chance. It 
was a defeating experience which left her in tears much of the time. 

She was young, and somewhat naive, but quick enough to realize that too 
many doors at the Met were closed to her. “I just got out of school and got the job 
at the Met, which in one way was good, because I was exposed to the best singing 
there was to offer - hearing it, listening to it. But on the other hand, the Met al¬ 
ways had priorities on you and held you fast. They needed you to cover other

Li/y learned the role of the Countess in Strauss’s opera CAPRICCIO 
under two of the people who were involved with the composer in the 
first production of the opera. “ Under those conditions you really learn 
something!. 

that did more harm than good. Now, when I should be getting places in America, 
there is no one to speak for me,” she notes. “I’ve stopped analyzing it because at 
the start, it hurt me very much. It hurt so badly, I thought, well, perhaps I should 
just give the whole thing up — I’m absolutely no good. But when I moved to 
Europe and gained confidence - and in all humbleness, I can say I am in demand 
there — then one realizes that I was good! I was just being mismanaged and 
nobody cared.” 

Looking back, she is not surprised by the lack of attention. “Honestly, from a 
management’s point of view, why SHOULD they care? I have a lyric soprano 
voice with a lyric soprano range. PERIOD! How many girls my age and younger 
are that way? One has to admit that my voice is the one most commonly endowed 
in the female vocal cord. It is not a voice like Sutherland’s, where you can fall back 
and say, ‘My God, what a stupendous range, plus the agility! What is going on?’ 
For the House Intendents it’s a buyers market. If it’s not Sukis, it’s some other 
lady. Nobody suffers for it. They all perform well; they’re all good little artists. 
Perhaps it only hurts Sukis because she thinks she’s so much better,” Lily laughs. 
“But from management’s point of view, it’s one less body to worry about.” 


In the past ten years the opera scene in America has grown termendously. 
Major cities now have opera centers which provide a training ground for young 
singers. In some cases, the experience is similar to a college work-study program, 
with on-the-job training. “When I was at the Met, it was sad. The artists I knew got 
nothing. Opportunities were limited. With such scant facilities, America could 
only do so much for you. They could give you fabulous tone production, a reper¬ 
toire, and then pat you on the shoulder and say, ‘Now, dear heart, God bless you, 
go out and find yourself a job.’ But you have to train the material! You have to 
sing about 60 Micaelas and begin somewhere.” With the current apprentice pro¬ 
grams, a graduating singer has performing credentials to present to an impresario. 
“That’s the ideal, if you can pull it off. Without a doubt, the Americans are still the 
best-trained singers. If I were a young artist today and in demand, I think some 
business training would help, too. Why be stupid about it?” 

Sukis ended up taking the more traditional route to establish her career. 
Gunther Rennert offered her a contract with the Bayerische Staatsoper, and she 
moved to Munich — lock, stock and barrel. She was lucky to have the freedom to 
make the move. “For many singers at the Met, there was the pressure of a steady 
paycheck. Some had families and children. I was alone. Maybe some thought 
they could eventually work their way up in the ranks by hanging around. That’s 
the problem with promises. I think you owe something to yourself to aim higher. 
The Met is good, but you have to speak to your own soul to find out if that is all 
you really want. I was unhappy there, personally unhappy, and artistically 
crushed. If I had stayed longer, I would have become a frustrated and sad human 
being. And that’s not the purpose of living.”

Nevertheless, the transition was not an easy one. Her father had been killed by 
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the Germans for refusing to shoot the Jews during World War II. “Mother and I 
arrived with a big chip on our shoulders. We were condescending for a long time. 
Then my boyfriend laid it on the line with me, saying, 'Look, most of your friends 
were infants during the War. They cannot be held responsible. The Germans can 
never live down the shame of what they did. Think of the ones you know today. 
You always talk so much about your American friends. But who has fed you, 
clothed you, and kept you working for the past few years? The Germans! So it’s 
about time you stopped carrying on like this.’” 

In her first year she scored a big success in a new production of COSI FAN 
TUTTI which garnered better press than the rival production in the prestigious 
Salzburg festival. Singing on a more regular basis improved her health. “When I 
was in New York I was sick more often because if you are unhappy and tense and 
sad, you wear out your resistance. Most of the sickness starts being in the head, 
unless it’s some bad organic trouble, which, thank God, I didn’t have! When I 
went to Europe I gained confidence and started to relax and enjoy life. So I got 
sick much less. Of course, I get the normal sore throat when there is a climate 
change, but it’s the same now as any other singer.” 

Perhaps the hardest part for her has been managing her own career -- having 
the wisdom to know when to say “No.” “I’ve had certain offers, like ‘Would you 
take over on two days notice because somebody broke a leg and use the occasion 
to make an important debut in this house,’ or, ‘Would you fly in for one night to 
make your debut at Covent Garden as Violetta.’ I have turned them down.” 

Perhaps with an attentive agent she would have had better offers. “The begin¬ 
ning years of my career were spent doing nothing. The career is now coming, but 
because I have so significant push from anyone, it will grow slowly. I’ve had to do 
it all myself. And let us not make out the managers to be naive little boys, either; 
they are not! They are about as breakable as cobra snakes. If you represent a 
quality which they smell they can sell, they will be after you. I’ve had some make 
inquiries and then be very sad that I work so much in Europe and didn’t have time 
for America. But it was at a time when I needed desperately to sing here and 
couldn’t give time to the States.” 

Her 1971 triumph in the world premiere of SIM TJONG was quickly over¬ 
shadowed by the terrorist massacre at the Munich Olympics. “SIM TJONG was 
extremely difficult. It is a magnificent work, beautiful music. I stress it again and 
again. But it is bad for the voice. When I started working on SIM TJONG I was 
relatively unknown in Germany. It was 1971 and I had a lot of time on my hands 
to sit down and learn it. But now, if I were to be given an avante-garde work, the 
time to learn a modern role is so limited. You start by giving voice to it too soon. 
You’re not certain of the pitches; you’re trying so hard to learn it. Then, after two 
weeks you realize that the voice is suddenly very, very tired. That’s wrong. Now, 
with FIGARO, ZAUBERFLOETE, BOHEME, TR A VI AT A and IDOMENEO in be¬ 
tween, when does one have the time to produce it well and sing it with the proper 
intonation WITHOUT doing harm to oneself?” 

A world premiere is always a plum for any singer. “The problem is that they are 
doing many modern works in Germany. You can make yourself into a modern 
prima donna overnight! If you sing a modern work, every opera house comes to 
your doorstep with modern scores. I was offered LULU, and Marie in WOZZECK,

and world premieres. I suppose one will get excellent press and good coverage, 
but what will happen to the Mozart style? With the exception of Prokofiev, most of 
the modern composers I have sung take a tremendous toll on the voice.” 

During the day we stopped at the Seattle Aquarium to pass some time. She was 
fascinated watching an octopus climb up an underwater piling. A sea otter rolled 
over and over in front of her as she laughed, “Ooh, look at the little pootsie baby!” 
She spoke objectively about the condition of her voice in 1978. 

“At the moment, Mozart and the lighter roles of the Italian repertoire lie most 
comfortably for my voice. I would not want to specialize and say I’m only a Mozart 
singer, because that’s not the case. Violetta,^limi, Liu, Melisande are all part of 
my repertoire. Someday I would like to add Juliette. Eventually I would like to 
learn Arabella, and if the voice does get darker, finish off my career with the Mar- 
schallin. I don’t plan any Ariadnes or Kaiserin in FRAU OHNE SCHATTEN. I’m 
limited in the repertory I sing - it’s pretty much cut out for me. I have a lyric 
voice; what can I do? In a way it’s easier for me as far as repertoire is concerned.”

“Porn” Standard 
set by 
U.S. Court 

Juries should con¬ 
sider only the views of 
adults, and not children, 
when using the "contem¬ 
porary community stand¬ 
ards" test to define ob¬ 
scenity, the U.S. 
Supreme Court has ruled. 

The high court, 
which has studiously 
avoided the pornography 
issue and other sexual 
matters, ruled 8-1 for a 
Los Angeles porno dis¬ 
tributor, William Pinkus, 
who *had been found 
guilty of selling obscene 
literature. The jury had 
considered the views of 
children in determining 
what was obscene. 

Children, Chief 
Justice Warren Burger 
wrote, should not be 
"part of the relevant 
community." The sole 
dissenter was Justice 
Lewis Powell, who wrote 
that children should be 
included in setting stand¬ 
ards.
